Hoover suspected JFK conspiracy 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — Four hours after the murder of John Kennedy, J. Edgar 
Hoover told government officials Lee Harvey Oswald — “ in the category of a nut” — 
was the probable killer. But 20 days later Hoover would not rule out the possibility of 
an assassination conspiracy. 
Hoover’s concern about the possibility of a conspiracy — perhaps one with Cuban 
overtones — came to light today in the release of 40,001 pages of internal F B I memos. 
They were made public under the terms of the Freedom of Information Act. 
On the day of the killing, the materials showed, Hoover was asked by the Justice 
Deparment for information on the assassination that could be included in a 
proclamation by newly inaugurated President Lyndon B. Johnson. 
Responding, the late F B I director said Oswald was “ very probably” the assassin 
and said he would put the 24-year-old ex-Marine “ in the category of a nut and the ex­ 
tremist pro-Castro crowd.” 


But on Dec. 12, 1963, Hoover cautioned against ruling out a conspiracy, citing let­ 
ters from Cuba to Oswald “ referring to the job he was going to do.” 
He said he was personally convinced that Oswald “ was the assassin” but he 
counseled the Justice Department against advising the Warren Commission that 
“ Oswald was the only man.” 
In that memo, addressed to the top echelon of the FB I, Hoover said the F B I had in 
its possession letters written to Oswald from Cuba. Hoover appeared dubious about 
the veracity of the letters. 
He said he did not want to turn the letters over to the Warren Commission at that 
point “ because we were not able to prove it.” 
The key passage in the Hoover memo reads: 
“ ...We have several letters, not in the report (that the Justice Department was pre­ 
paring for the Warren Commission) because we were not able to prove it, written to 
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him (Oswald) from Cuba referring to the job he was going to do, his good 
marksmanship and stating that when it was all over he would be brought back to 
Cuba and presented to the chief.” 
, 


But Hoover’s memo said, “ We do not know if the chief was (Fidel) Castro and can­ 
not make an investigation because we have no intelligence operation in Cuba.” 
On the same day, Hoover informed the State Department of other letters from 
Cuba to Oswald which appeared to be “ an attempted hoax.” 


Shortly after the shooting, the files show, Hoover sent a Teletype message in­ 
structing F B I bureaus around the country to “ immediately establish whereabouts of 
bombing suspects, all known Klan and hate members, known racial extremists and 
any other individuals who, on the basis of information available in your fields, may 
possibly have been involved.”

LIMASSOL. Cyprus (U P I) - A U.S. 
Air Force U2 spy plane crashed and ex­ 
ploded on takeoff from a British base to­ 
day and smashed into the base weather 
bureau, killing five persons. 
Spokesman for the Royal Air Force 
base at Akrotiri, in the southwest corner 
of Cyprus, said the dead included the 
pilot and four Cypriot civilians Seven 
persons were injured, one in “ very

The spokesman said that besides the 
pilot, those killed were working in the 
meteorological office, when the plane 
c rashed into it. He said the injured in­ 
cluded a British civilian seriously in­ 
jured and three Royal Air Force men, a 
member of the Women’s Royal Air 
Force and two Cypriot civilian base 
employees, whose condition was “ not 
serious.” 
Reporters were not permitted on the 
base, but witnesses said flames and 
billowing smoke, accompanied by explo­ 
sions, were observed from Limassol

Library fund 
decision 
postponed

Requesting input from the Lompoc 
Library Board, city council last night 
postponed a decision on whether to seek 
$292,000 city staff claims the county owes 
Lompoc for Lompoc’s library. 
The city contends that when it con­ 
tributed $361,000 ot $607,000 to construct 
the new library in the late 60s, the county 
verbally agreed to repay the city with 
capital improvement funds annually 
allotted the library district which Lom­ 
poc belongs to. 
The district runs from Buellton to the 
sea and includes B u ellto n and 
Vandenberg Village libraries 
When the county auditor objected in 
1974 to the agreement being only verbal, 
the city had it put in writing 
With the amending paragraph in the 
county lib rary contract, Lompoc 
received $7,620 in 1976-77 
This year’s 
payment would be almost $8,000 
The capital improvement funds, 
however, were intended for future or 
present capital outlays and the County 
Library Advisory Committee omitted 
the Lompoc paragraph in this year’s con­ 
tract 
“ They feel very strongly,” said City 
Attorney Alan Davidson last night, "that 
capital improvement funds should not be 
used on dead horses, but should be 
preserved for future capital im ­ 
provements.” 
Besides future considerations. Fourth 
District Supervisor Robert Hedlund said 
if the Lompoc paragraph was included in 
the contract. Santa Maria and Santa Bar­ 
bara would make similar requests, “ and 
that would be a diminishing of the 
library system.” 
Davidson said Santa Maria had the 
item on their city council agenda also 
last night, but pulled it at the last minute 
to see what action Lompoc took. 
When the city put together the $361,000, 
the largest contributors were the Civic 
Center fund - $140,000 - and the general 
fund - $143,502 
Concern was voiced that the $69,484 the 
city has been repaid in the last 10 years 
has been swallowed up by the general 
fund 
Not so, claimed city Financial 
Director Stella Reed 
“ The capital improvement funds have 
been set aside to restore first the monies 
taken from the Civic Center fund,” said 
Reed, noting the repayment sequence 
was by recommendation of the library 
board 
Davidson had earlier told the Record it 
was not a question of the city losing the 
money but rather of the application of 
the funds, 
“ If the money is repaid it goes back 
into the city 
coffers and would be a 
direct benefit to the taxpayers But, if in 
the future, the city needs more library 
facilities, obviously, it will be the city 
taxpayer who will again contribute the 
most." 


United Press International 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat today 
expeiled Soviet and East Euopean of­ 
ficials who had criticized his peace in­ 
itiative. His surprise move came one day 
after Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
threw his full support to Sadat’s Cairo 
conference. 
The government said the latest sur­ 
prise move by Sadat — closing the Com­ 
munist bloc cultural centers and con­ 
sulates — was because they had incited 
opposition to the Sadat talks with Israel. 
Two days ago Sadat broke diplomatic 
relations with Syria, Iraq, Libya, Algeria 
and South Yemen. 
Sadat did not break diplomatic rela­ 
tions with the Soviet bloc, however. 
The expulsion order was announced as 


King Hussein of Jordan arived in 
Damascus in an apparent bid to mediate 
the bitter dispute between Syria and 
Egypt, and as Vance flew to Europe on a 
trip that will take him to the Middle East 
for a weekend peace shuttle mission. 
Prime Minister Mamdouh Salem told 
the Egyptian Parliament the shutdown 
affected cultural centers of the Soviet 
Union. East Germany, Hungary and 
Czechoslovakia and the consulates out­ 
side of Cairo of the Soviet Union, 
Czechoslovakia, East Germany and 
Poland 
Consulates in Cairo will be 
allowed to remain. 
Inside and even outside their con­ 
sulates and cultural centers, they at­ 
tacked the Egyptian people’s unanimous 
support of the initiative.

Demands of council post 
explained as filing nears

Two resolutions to give the city a 
finger in future Ocean Avenue improve­ 
ments were passed last night by Lompoc 
City Council 
The first of the two motions was a 
request that Caltrans include widening of 
five blocks of Ocean Avenue — from A to 
F Streets — in their future construction 
plans. It passed unanimously with Coun­ 
cilman Elinor Lefkowitz absent. 
The A to F Street stretch is 60 feet 
wide, too narrow for four lanes, turn 
lanes and parallel parking, according a 
report by Rocky Fluhart, assistant to the 
city administrator. 
City council earlier this year approved 
eliminating on-street parking along the A 
to F Street strip to coincide with the 
state's repavement project of Ocean 
Avenue The state project will pave from 
A to O Streets late next year. 
The city asked two different divisions 
within Caltrans to consider widening the 
narrow strip to 76 feet to accommodate 
street parking as part of the upcoming 
project. 
Caltrans officials, however, refused 
claiming it would cause at least a two- 
year delay to plan and finance. 
The second resolution asks the state to 
include the Ocean Avenue Improvement 
Committee’s recommendations in the 
repaving project 
The committee was formed a month 
ago by City Administrator Gene Wahlers 
and proposed the previously approved 
parking elimination from A to F Streets, 


four landscaped medians to extend 
across the B. F. J. and N Street intersec­ 
tions in addition to narrow medians from 
G to H Streets and from H to I Streets 
The committee also urged striped left- 
turn lanes for intersections without me­ 
dians 
The $30,000 cost of the committee’s 
recom m endations, according to 
Fluhart’s report, possibly could be 
shared with Caltrans since the medians 
would reduce the paving costs 
somewhat. Gas taxes will fund the city’s 
share of the project. 
The motion passed with Councilman 
Charles Ward abstaining Ward earlier 
indicated opposition to the double blow of 
lost parking and restricting medians to 
merchants along the A to F Street 
stretch 
Robert and John McCarthy, of Me 
Carthy Real Estate. 419 E Ocean, asked 
council to postpone action on the latter 
resolution indicating they opposed it. 
Joy Browder, daughter of John Mc­ 
Carthy. also spoke out against the axed 
street parking 
Speaking as “ a concerned, private 
citizen,” Browder said there already 
was a scarcity of parking along Ocean 
Avenue and claimed no parallel parking 
could create a safety hazard if she had to 
pull over suddenly for an emergency 
vehicle. 
Browder also contended there was a 
lack of balanced East and West Ocean in­ 
put into the committee 
Wahlers, 
however, said there were two represen­ 
tatives from both East and West Ocean 
businesses on the committee

City Council — It seems to be at the 
bottom of the political ladder — just 
above den mother and being elected 
bridge chairperson Jimmy Carter didn’t 
dream of growing up to become a city 
councilman 
There is little fun and frolic in the posi­ 
tion and even less money. Any Hawaiian 
vacations financed with the $150 a month 
Lompoc pays its quintet of civic leaders 
are very rare and very short. 
Fringe benefits also entice few to seek 
a council career. The city pays 75 per­ 
cent of the premium on a $10,000 life in­ 
surance policy while in office and coun- 
cilmembers may belong to the city 
retirem ent program, 
the Public 
Employees Retirement System 
Retirement dividends paid on an $1,800 
annual salary, however, are nothing to 
plan the twilight years around Finally, 
councilmembers can join the city’s 
group Blue Cross medical coverage for 
about 30 percent of the cost. The city 
picks up the rest of the tab. 
But there is no shortage of public 
criticism 
According to an emerging 
American belief — or disbelief in elected 
representatives — public officials are 
meant to be harassed, harangued and 
constantly questioned 
Despite the obvious drawbacks, a 
council seat has the Pied Piper appeal 
which led eight candidates to seek two 
council seats in 1976 and no less than 12 
are expected to grapple for three slots 
open in the March 7 election. 
Prospective city solons can pick up 
nomination papers at City Hall for the 
first time tomorrow, but three already 
have unofficially reserved space on the

ballot. 
Incumbent councilmembers Elinor 
Lefkowitz and E C. Stevens announced in 
November they would run again. Local 
Realtor Tom Green also disclosed he will 
take a second shot at a council slot. 
To illuminate some of the latent 
rewards and labors of the job, the 
Record interviewed all the seated coun­ 
cilmembers minus three-year coun- 
cilwoman Lefkowitz who could not be 
reached 
“ Nobody runs for the position for the 
money,” laughed Charles Ward, who has 
sat through two years of endless resolu­ 
tions and ordinances. “ It is about a 
break-even proposition after you figure 
in the money you spend on city busines- 
s.” 
“ From a monetary point of view, it’s 
laughable,” said two-term councilman 
Stevens. 
“ I think we figured out once 
that we work for about 25 cents an hour.” 
Stevens also served three one-year 
terms as Mayor of Lompoc and es­ 
timated it cost him $100 a month “ out of 
my own pocket” for extra activities as 
the city’s mayor. 
Stevens and Mayor Charlotte Benton 
concurred that it requires between 20 
and 30 hours a week to fulfill the duties of 
the city’s chief political figure 
Estimates of time demands on coun­ 
cilmembers ranged from 12 to 15 hours a 
week to 70 to 100 hours a month 
“ This is the only way I feel I can really 
participate in Am erica,” explained 
Benton, a naturalized U.S. citizen who as 
a child immigrated from Germany. “ I 
feel I have no right to complain unless I 
help and I feel I can really help at the 
local level.” 
“ You are a tool for the people,” 
analyzed two-year councilman Joe 
Valencia. “ You can be an interface 
between city residents and the city." 
In concert, the current council warned 
of the immense reading and “ volumes 
and volumes of paperwork” involved 
with the position. But, said Valencia, 
“ there’s more important things to do 
than watch TV 


“ There is a lot more homework in­ 
volved than I expected,” claimed Valen­ 
cia, noting his three-week “ vacation" 
was devoted mainly to council business 
“ And, there is not as much communica­ 
tion among councilmembers as I an­ 


ticipated." 
A close personal friend of Valencia, 
Ward echoed his colleague’s contention 
“ There's no doubt there are per­ 
sonality conflicts on that council. The 
one-upmanship, if nothing else, keeps 
all of us on our toes 
“ I don’t envy (City Administrator 
Gene Wahlers) one bit for having to deal 
with five egos, each who think they can 
run the city " 


Ward and Benton appear to be the only 
councilmembers who could directly 
benefit from name exposure in their 
civic position. Both, however, said their 
council actions have virtually no overall 
impact on their business. 
“ Most of my clients usually live out of 
town,” said Benton, a local accountant. 
“ But I’ve lost some clients because of 
decisions I’ve made.” 
“ I lose as many (clients) as I gain," 
said Ward, an attorney. 
Both Ward and Valencia blasted the 
frequent verbal punishment council en­ 
dures from, a small group of Lompoc 
residents 
“ The worst thing,” said Valencia, “ is 
you have 2,000 people who elected you 
and they don’t check on you every day 
They trust you to vote your conscience. 
“ Then you get two or three people who 
come to council and lie like hell and then 
you have to use staff time to answer 
them 
They are professional bitchers 
“ This is really a nice community and 
the majority of those bitchers don’t pay 
their share.” 
“ The Alberta Morgans," answered 
Ward, are the toughest part of the job. 
“ The continual attacks on your honesty 
and integrity and claims that you’re just 
not doing your job right ...” 
“ Dealing with conflicts which emerge 
... when both groups have good, valid 
reasons for their positions is very dif­ 
ficult to do,” said Stevens “ Someone 
always gets hurt. 
“ Also," continued Stevens, “ there is 
always difficulty in trying to maintain 
financial integrity for the city and then 
assess utility and tax rates to insure that 
integrity..." 
“ Sometimes I get frustrated and ask 
why I can’t do more," Valencia said. 
“ But by the time you meet all the state 
and federal conditions, it takes a lot of 
time to get things done ” 


Fund shortage poses 
threat to split panels

Dwindling state funds pose a threat for 
the future of three county formation 
review commissions including the one 
exploring the proposed split of Santa 
Barbara County 
Members of the Los Padres County 
Formation Review Commission took 
note of that threat Tuesday during a 
regular meeting in Santa Maria. A letter 
from the state controller disclosed the 
balance in a revolving fund had dwindled 
to $42.300, down from the original 
$100.000 and that the balance would last 
for onlv another two, possibly three 
months, before running out. 
Commissioner Helen Pedotti called for 
the sending of an urgent letter to all four 
state legislators, who might be in a posi­ 
tion to have more money added to the 
revolving fund for financing county for­ 
mation review commissions. Two of the 
three commissions currently in progress 
are in Los Angeles County. 
During the discussion, it was disclosed 
that the local commission had a balance 
of $7,987 remaining from an original sum 
of $8,000 which was deposited in the 
county treasury from the revolving fund. 
However, that balance will be reduced 
considerably after Tuesday’s disburse­ 
ments for the past few weeks at the rate

of $50 per diem per commissioner. There 
are also other expenses now, including 
the monthly salary for the new ad­ 
ministrative secretary 
The local commission was originally 
scheduled to complete its feasibility 
report on the county split at the end of 
March, but an extension of 90 days has 
been sought from the governor’s office. 
Commissioner Mary K. Wright an­ 
nounced that the commission might have 
to increase the meetings from one to two 
a week if the extension is denied. 
In other action Tuesday, the commis­ 
sion 
— Hired John Patton administrative 
secretary at a salary of $1,706 a month 
Commissioner John D. Kay disclosed 
that 77 persons had applied for the job 
and that 18 of them had been interviewed 
in person A full-time clerk-stenographer 
will be hired to assist Patton and staff 
the commission's office at Santa Bar­ 
bara City College. 
— Learned from County auditor- 
controller William Parsons that in­ 
creased capital outlay by the Board of 
Supervisors in the north county had 
almost completely offset the previous in­ 
equities between the north and south in 
terms of physical assets That fact was 
considered in the discussion of methods 
of splitting the assets in the event voters 
okay the split. Parsons also told the com­ 
mission that inflation and other factors 
now required consideration of the $68 
million in “ unfunded liability” in the 
county's retirement fund It is believed 
that the liabilities as well as the assets 
would have to be equitably divided if the 
voters okay the split of the county.

The first group leaves by 
p la n e F r id a y at the » m e tim e 
as the first group of 50 Mex­ 
icans returns from the United 
States under the two nations' 
prisoner exchange treaty. 
Michael Abbell, the justice 
Department official in charge 
of the transfer program in Mex­ 
ico. predicted Tuesday that 
between 50 and 100 Americans 
would be brought to Mexico 
City from prisons around the 
country in January for depar­ 
ture in February. 
After that, he said, Ameri­ 
cans would be sent back to the 
United States individually or in 
small groups from the border 
cities of Ciudad Juarez and 
Tijuana 
Four U.S. magistrates proc­ 
essed all but two of the 126 
American prisoners in Mexico 
City eligible for transfer to San 
Diego. Calif. About 100 of the 
prisoners are men held in Santa 
Marta Acatitla prison 


Two out of the 26 women im­ 
prisoned in Los Reyes prison 
down the road from Santa 
Marta Acatitla have yet to 
decide whether they want to 
leave They face the choice of 
about two more months of jail 
in Mexico or a few years of 
parole in the United States, Ab- 
bpil said. 
A total of 235 U S. citizens 
held in Mexican prisons will be 
repatriated by Dec. 17, with the 
first contingent leaving Friday 
for San Diego. Some 337 will be 
left behind — some by choice, 
many because they are ineligi­ 
ble under the terms of the 
treaty, and others because they 
do not have proper documents 
Abbell said that between 60 
and 65 Americans — including 
two or three babies born in 
prison — would be leaving on 
the first plane Friday and the 
others on Saturday

He became eligible for parole 
on Oct. 4 of this year because of 
a reduction in his original stiff 
sentence of 30 months to eight 
years as a Watergate con­ 
spirator with top Nixon aide 
H R Haldeman and former At­ 
torney General John Mitchell 
Haldeman and Mitchell will 
be eligible for parole next June 
Actually, two federal judges 
agreed to reduce Ehrlichman's 
concurrent sentences for his in­ 
volvem ent in a Pentagon 
Papers episode and 
in the 
Watergate burglary cover-up 
Watergate Judge John Sirica 
sentenced Ehrlichman on Sept 
21,1975. after conviction for his 
part in the Watergate cover-up

Those tired of the carols played these 
days in every store, should have come to 
the United Church of Christ last Sunday 
afternoon for the Christmas concert, the 
third in its series, presented by the Lom­ 
poc Music Association. 
The Community Chorus, directed by 
Errol Haines, gave a program which 
combined a few old favorites with some 
lesser known works with a different 
flavor. 
Opening number was Robert Shaw's 
“ Fanfare for Christmas Day,” a joyous 
outburst almost too rousing to be com­ 
fortable in the small chapel with its live 
acoustics 
In a quieter mood, “ Come Thou Long 
Expected Jesus," by Robert Leaf, with 
oboe obbligato most elegantly played by 
Wayne Asbury, expressed in modern har­ 
mony the longing and anticipation of the 
Advent season 
The “ piece de resistance” of the after­ 
noon was Bach’s cantata, "Fo r us a 
Child is bom." Bach was a practical 
musician who wrote music for his own 
needs as organist and choir director In 
one year he is thought to have written 
some fiftv such cantatas which were 
probably sung by relatively small groups 
like this one 
The master’s contrapuntal style is 
shown in the choruses which alternate 
with solos for bass, tenor, and contralto, 
sung by Wayne Stacks, Vance Npwcomb, 
and Muriel Sumter. A cheerful repeated 
figure in the organ part, played by Ruth 
Lee, seemed to add a note of happiness 
at the birth of the Holy Child 
The audience always enoys a familiar 
tune such as “ O Holy Night," by Adams, 
sung as a duet by Elaine Webster and 
Wayne Stacks 
There must be hundreds of gay, light, 
and charming French noels. The chorus 
was most effective in three of these, 
arranged by Cameron McGraw, and in 
Work’s setting of the Negro spiritual, 
“ Go Tell It on the Mountain." with solo 
by Lola Day. 
Brahms seems to have been fascinated 
with lullabies In contrast to the pretty 
one everybody knows, Muriel Sumter 
sang “ Cradle Song of the Virgin,” ac­ 
companied by Margie Atwood, piano, 
and Ruth Lee, viola. In this piece Mary 
pours out her fears for the little son who 
faces a life full of storms more serious 
than the wild winds that shake the palms 
over Bethlehem. 
Ralph Vaughn W illiam s, one of 
England's greatest and most original 
composers, collected folk songs and 
arranged them in his own mildly disso­ 
nant style He set two poems, "The Bles 


sed Son of God," and “ No Sad Thought 
His Soul Affright" into modal hymns 
which provided the most moving music 
of the program 
The Catholic church for years con­ 
sidered Mozart’s masses too operatic in 
style for divine worship However, the 
Gloria from the Twelfth Mass made an 
enthusiastic and fortissimo ending to the 
concert (I kept hoping all afternoon for 
a real pretty pianissimo! i 
Other singers were Richard Harris, 
Richard Bahler, Ernest Mahler, Jean 
Kramer. Marv Ann Bolts and Laura 
Chapa These musicians from five dif­ 
ferent churches should be commended 
for putting together this beautiful music 
to help us celebrate the birth of our Lord

SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - 
There is new evidence solar ac­ 
tivity affects Earth's weather, 
the American Geophysical 
Union was told Tuesday, and it 
could mean the current West­ 
ern drought has at least one 
year to go. 
Charles W Stockton of the 
University of Arizona reported 
that major droughts seem to oc­ 
cur every 20 to 22 years near the 
low point in the double sunspot

Only small amounts of zinc 
are used daily in the human 
body Zinc is called a “ trace" 
element and becomes impor­ 
tant when it interacts with 
other chemicals like copper, 
manganese and iron Scientists 
have long known that if the zinc 
level is reduced, the body's 
c h e m is try 
becom es 
im ­ 
balanced 
“ Our observations of reduced 
zinc in the tissues of esophageal 
cancer patients suggest that 
low levels of zinc sensitize the 
esophagus." making it more 
susceptible to cancer, said Dr 
Paul M Newberne. professor of 
nutritional pathology in the 
Massachusetts 
Institute of 
Technology nutrition and food 
science department 
Most anim al and grain 
products, like meat, liver eggs 
seafood milk and whole grains 
contain zinc Zmc was added to 
the U S Government s reeom 
mended list of dietary allow 
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ances in 1974 
The list is 
published by the National 
Academy of Sciences every five 
years 
Initial studies conducted by 
Newberne showed reduced zinc 
levels in blood, hair and throat 
tissue of patients with eso­ 
phageal cancer Later studies 
showed samples from patients 
with tumorous tissue contained 
less zinc than tumor-free throat 
cultures 
After the first connections 
between zinc deficiency and es­ 
ophageal cancer was estab­ 
lished in humans. MIT scien­ 
tists began to feed laboratory 
rats a zinc-deficient diet 
Another group of rats was fed a 
normal diet

esophageal tumors

Hall would give the teams a chance to trade a little for a lot and Brazzi would make 
them an offer thev couldn’t refuse It appears the owners need a gun put to their 
heads to start the trade winds blowing 
There has been one major trade made in three days of meetings and just because 
today is Pearl Harbor Day. don't expect any bombs to be dropped 
Everybody goes into trade talks expecting to get a battleship for a rowboat, said 
White Sox Manager Bob Lemon. 
That seems to be the case. The Mets. for instance, have reopened negotiations with

Kunkel’s problem did not deter the 
Conqs from keeping up the running game 
and as a result went up by 14, 40-26, with 
4:55 left in the quarter 
Probably the most interesting shot of 
the quarter was taken by none other than 
Dr G. 
It was a half hook, half jump shot from 
15 feet The ball neatly threaded the net 
for 2 points but caused a little concern on 
Santos’ part. 
“ I told him we’re going to cut that 
stuff out — with a knife,” Santos joked 
later. 
For all intents and purposes the game 
was over with 5:21 left in the fourth 
quarter and the Conqs up by 29, 67-38 
At that point Santos made wholesale 
changes and the second unit did a 
creditable job for the first game 
Jeff Dalton got a quick 10 points in the 
fourth quarter on three field goals and 4- 
of-7 from the line 
The Conqs’ reserves accounted for 30 
of the 81 total points and Santos had 
hoped for a 10-man squad to carry 
Cabrillo this season. Looks like he’s right 
again 
“ A couple of times we came down and 
went zap, zap, zap. like we’re supposed 
to then the ball would get away,” Santos 
said, “ but a couple of times we didn’t 
take the ball with us."

Turner was 
fined $10.000 for throwing a 
party lor Matthews in Atlanta 
while Matthews still technical­ 
ly belonged to the San Fran­ 
cisco Giants 
When Turner goaded Giants' 
owner Bob Lurie by telling him 
he'd still get Matthews follow­ 
ing the fine. Kuhn imposed the 
suspension which won’t be up 
until late in March 
Two years have gone by now

since Turner bought the Braves 
for $10 million, and they haven’t 
been good ones as far as he’s 
concerned He has spent huge 
sums of money to get and 
satislv such plavers as Andy 
Messersmith. Willie Montanez, 
Jeff Burroughs and Matthews, 
but he hasn't been able to get 
the Braves out of last place 
Ted Turner was going to show 
'em all how to operate when he 
took over the Braves 
How 
could he possibly miss? After 
all. wasn't he the world’s 
greatest salesman and promo­ 
ter’’ He had fresh ideas and was 
willing to spend money, too. 
But so far. he has. and he 
knows it.

Rubber needs help

POLLY'S PROBLEM 


DEAK POLLY — Mildew accumulates on the 
rubber seal that is around my refrigerator doors. The 
humidity has been high so the mildew is quite bad 
and I had tried several things but none of them clean 
it all off Any suggestions will be appreciated. — 
IRENE. 
D EAR IR E N E — MUdew weaken* anything and 
when stain* are deeply Imbedded they may be 
impossible to remove. You might try washing with 
warm suds with two tablespoons peroxide added to 
the water and then wipe off, rinse and thoroughly 
dry. Bleach in water will sometimes work, too, or a 
cloth just barely dampened with denatured alcohol. 
Sometimes the rubber is too far gone for real help. — 
PO LLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My decorator told me to use steel wool 
cleansing pads on brass light switch plates and door knobs 
and this worked wonders. — Mrs. J.S.B 
DEAR R E A D E R S — I slightly dampened such a pad 
before cleaning a brass knocker that had been very hard 
to clean. — POLLY. 
DEAK POLLY — My Pet Peeve concerns storekeepers 
who insist on putting their price stickers over the 
directions on small packages (especially medicines* as 
well as on the larger ones, too Baking instructions, etc., 
are often hidden Thank you for listening and I hope some 
of the stores will notice this and stop the practice. — TED. 
DEAK POLLY — To make things easier for my husband 
during the hunting season I cook all his meals in advance 
and seal each in cooking bags. All he has to do is boil water 
on the camp stove and he never has any pots or pans to 
wash. This even works with scrambled eggs. Also, a great 
idea for vacation if yours is a camping family. — SIS 
DEAR POLLY — One of the readers wrote that she 
spilled coffee on her beige rug and I have never had the 
following treatment fail even for old ground-in coffee 
stains. 
Wet a clean cloth with water until it is saturated Add 
some peroxide to the wet rag and lay over the stam. Hold a 
hot iron over the cloth and rub LIGHTLY back and forth, 
just barely touching the cloth until the cloth gets dry (in 
which case rewet it) or until the stam is gone. If the 
operation must be repeated add fresh peroxide each time.

DEAR POLLY — I want to share a discovery with 
everyone I have found a cure for those pesky bits of lint 
and thread that stubbornly cling to a rug when vacuuming 
or carpet sweeping

'Sunset Law' 


Effort to establish laws 
aimed at terminating govern­ 
m ent agencies unable to 
ju s tif y t h e ir e x is te n c e 
received a blow this week 
when the state 
legislative 
analyst issued a report saying 
such laws are probably un­ 
needed 
The report was issued as the 
result of a measure passed 
last year that would have 
phased out some state agen­ 
cies unless the Legislature 
ordered continued operation. 
The measure was known as 
the “Sunset Law.” 
The leg islativ e a n aly st 
claim s in his report that 
California lawmakers already 
have wide oversight powers 
when preparing the annual 
state budget. He recommends 
a “ limited” evaluation system 
without automatic termina­ 
tion of government depart­ 
ments. 
The whole purpose of a 


“Sunset” law was simply that 
California lawmakers appear 
to be completely unwilling to 
terminate useless agencies of 
government without such a 
law. Agencies presently con­ 
duct their own internal evalua­ 
tion programs which is tan­ 
tamount to letting the fox 
guard the chicken house. 
Mention the possibility of 
terminating an entrenched but 
useless State agency and you 
have a lobbying activity unsur- 
passed anyw here by the 
California State Employees 
Association. 
A lawmaker 
looks to the next election, 
always, and is highly in­ 
fluenced by strong lobbying ef­ 
forts by specialized groups 
such as the CSEA. 
Lawmakers need a tool to 
fall back on when dealing with 
agencies that cannot justify 
their existence. 
The “Sunset Law” is just 
such a tool.

I wish to comm ent on the article en­ 
titled “Urbanization Hearing Delayed 
Until Next Y ear" which appeared in the 
Lompoc Record Tuesday, Nov 29 The 
article described the Zoning Commit­ 
te e s recommendations to the Planning 
Commission regarding General Plan 
changes and growth management Since 
the article did not discuss growth 
management per se. the reader might 
have misinterpreted what the Zoning 


Committee has tried to achieve The 
Zoning Committee s work was an out­ 
growth of a joint Planning Commission- 
City Council meeting of July, 1977. when 
the issue of city growth and proper 
growth management was discussed The 


Committee’s prim ary focus was to look 
at policies which would redirect future 
growth of the city away from the major 
prime agricultural lands to the west and 
to the east of the city, and to discourage 
haphazard hillside development 


The Zoning Comm ittee’s recommenda­ 
tions have the affect of redirecting any 
future city growth toward the north, 
rather than to the east, west, or to the 
south 
But. by doing so, the holding 
capacity of the area south of the airport 
would be reduced by approximately two- 
thirds Therefore, the Zoning Committee 
designated an area north of the “ Wye” 
as a study area to investigate the 
feasibility for any future growth in the 
area 
The C om m ittees recommenda­ 
tions are not a plan for 
massive ur­ 
banization of vacant land,” but rather a 
growth management strategy to prevent 
fu rth er urbanization of the m ajor 
agricultural lands to the west and east of 
the city and a plea for rational planning 
for the northern “ Wye” area Any future 
urbanization planned for this area would 
have to be based upon sound environmen­ 
tal and urban services planning which 
would retain the quality of the environ­ 
ment we now have for that area and 
would prevent unnecessary tax burdens 
upon the community The public hearing 
for these recommendations was delayed 
in order to perform the environmental 
processing for these recommendations 
Anyone wishing to obtain a copy of the 
Zoning Com m ittee’s recommendations 
is welcome to do so by dropping by the 
Community's Development Department 
at City Hall.

Military weeding out 


WASHINGTON - M ilitary com ­ 
manders have been warned to keep their 
eyes peeled for men with twisted per­ 
sonalities. The armed forces are anxious 
to purge their ranks of mental misfits, 
sex perverts, bitter loners — the kind of 
men who resent discipline and run away 
from their problems. 
An astonishing 42 
percent of the recruits 
are weeded out before 
they com plete their 
en listm en ts. In the 
Navy, the dropout rate 
is 47 percent; nearly 
half of the N avy’s 
recruits don't make 
the grade 
For the record, the 
military brass blame 
the voluntary recruit­ 
ment system for these 
alarming statistics But off the record, 
some Pentagon officials confess that 
only poor leadership could be responsible 
for such a high dropout rate. 
T h ere is a d ecid ed d iffe re n c e , 
however, in how the m isfits are handled 
Enlisted misfits, malcontents and mis­ 
creants are usually railroaded out of the 
service, often with less-than-honorable 
discharges But the officers who foul up 
are eased out quietly and delicately, if at 
all possible. 
We have uncovered the sordid case, for 
example, of a company commander who 
allegedly assaulted his recruits and 
demanded nude pictures of their women 
in exchange for privileges He super­ 
vised some 250 recruits at the Navy’s San 
Diego boot camp. 
He would excuse dem erits and grant 
liberties to recruits in return for nude 
photos of their wives and girlfriends. 
Our sources say the officer kept the nude 
pictures in a scrapbook. 
He also had a nasty habit, when 
provoked, of assaulting recruits. Once, 
he allegedly choked a recruit with a 
towel because the young man had m is­ 
placed some tonsilitis medication. The 
commander was also known to slap 
recruits in the face and punch them in 
the stomach when he was in an ugly 
mood 
One recruit, with g reat potential, 
became the comm ander’s whipping boy. 
The officer would force him to stand at 
attention and then slap him across the 
face When the recruit's girlfriend cam e 
to visit him. the commander refused to 
grant him liberty unless he provided a 
nude picture of her He refused, dropped 
out of the Navy and gave up a promising 
career 
As for the commander, he was left un­ 
invest igated and undisciplined for two 
vears after the first allegations of m is­ 
treatm ent were raised at the boot camp 
There is even reason to suspect his con- 


duct was condoned by some of his super­ 
vising o fficers 
F in ally , the Navy 
brought formal charges against him— 
charges that could have resulted in a jail 
sentence 


But the company commander was 
allowed to plea bargain for an un­ 
desirable discharge instead of a court 
martial Our sources say the Navy let 
him off the hook in order to avoid unplea­ 
sant publicity. 


At the Navy’s G reat Lakes, 111., train­ 
ing center, an officer brought his 8-year- 
old daughter along on an inspection tour 
of a barracks for male recruits earlier 
this year. 


The officer put on a splendid show for 
his daughter He heaved the personal 
possessions of one recruit out a third- 
floor window Then he kept the recruit 
running up and down the stairs, retriev­ 
ing the belongings one item at a time 


The officer also scattered the personal 
belongings of two other recruits on the 
floor and directed his daughter to spray 
the items with shaving cream In this 
case, the officer was reprimanded and 
transferred 


Footnote: Since the incidents rather 
than the nam es are im portant, we have 
agreed to withhold the names of the two 
officers The Navy responded candidly to 
our inquiries. A spokesman explained 
that it is an “ accepted practice" to drop 
court-m artial charges and grant an un­ 
d e sira b le d isc h a rg e in ste a d 
The 
transfer of the other officer "for cause,” 
said the spokesman, "is one of the most 
serious adm inistrative measures used in 
the case of officers ”

One of our sfchool officials, charged 
with discipline, gave us a copy of As­ 
sembly Bill No

bill by a probation officer in Lompoc. He 
w a s a g h a s t . T h e 
school official was 
rather 
noncommittal 
over the contents but 
we detected by the/ 
look on his face that he) 
wasn’t too happy w ith' 
the legislation. 
What is it all about? 
Well, it seems that 
Hart, a former school 
teacher, decided to sit 
down and write into 
law a m easure spell­ 
ing out school d is­ 
cipline measures and explicitly defining 
offenses which would be the exclusive 
causes for suspending or expelling a 
pupil 
Under existing law, teachers, prin­ 
cipals and school district governing 
boards could suspend pupils for various 
specified causes or for “ good cause” 
generally. This gave authorities latitude 
and flexibility. Now, however, the of­ 
fenses are spelled out and they are ex­ 
clusive. They include such causes as 
damage or theft of school or private 
property, infliction of or threatened 
physical injury to another person; pos­ 
session or sale of weapons, possession or 
sale of drugs; alcoholic beverages or in­ 
toxicants; possession or use of tobacco, 
commission of obscene acts or engage­ 
ment of habitual profanity or vulgarity, 
disruption of school activities and 
defiance of school authorities Most of 
such offenses demand police action. 
Under existing law, parents or guar­ 
dians of a suspended pupil must be 
requested to attend a conference with 
school officials. Under the new law, the 
pupil m ust be informed and be given an 
opportunity to argue against the validity 
of the suspension. 
The new law also 
prescribes the contents of a notice which 
school principals m ust mail to the parent 
or guardian of a suspended pupil within 
24 hours of the beginning of suspension. 
Also, under the new law a suspended 
student would be entitled to make up all 
assignments and tests missed during 
suspension and upon satisfactory com­ 
pletion, given full credit. 
Also under the bill, a suspended pupil 
could dem and a m eeting with the 
superintendent. 
Assemblyman H art’s m easure has 
been under attack but the lawmaker 
claim s it is being m isinterpreted 
A workshop to further explain the bill 
is scheduled for Friday, 9 a.m. to 12:30 
p.m. in the Veterans Memorial Building.

But the United States is so consumed 
by the desire to ingratiate itself with 
African states that do not extend to their 
own citizens any of the liberties they are 
ostensibly demanding for the Rhode­ 
sians, we are going along with the act, 
putting pressure on Bishop Muzorewa to 
demand that any nationalist organiza­ 
tion, including the Patriotic Front, be in­ 
vited to the negotiating table. 
This Muzorewa has done, but it is 
widely assumed the Patriotic Front 
leaders will not attend the meeting 
Why? Because Mr. Mugabe and Mr. 
Nkomo do not want to submit to a pop­ 
ularity contest up against Muzorewa and 
the 
m o d e ra te s. 
T hey th re a te n , 
therefore, to boycott the meeting and 
continue hostilities 
Their threat is 
backed up by the diplomatic prestige of 
the front-line states 
These fear that a 
hearty plebiscitary endorsem ent by 
black Rhodesians of the non-violent 
leadership of Muzarewa would have the 
effect of invalidating their intervention 
over the past few blood-ridden years. 
Face, in Africa, counts for at least as 
much as it does in Washington; and, in 
the pinch, diplomats of any country, 
anywhere, tend to think first about their 
reputation, and only after that about the 
consequences of their diplomacy.
